Earlier this year, teachers in Texas had to take a test to demonstrate their competence. 

This action, one in a series to improve public education in Texas, caused much controversy. 

The state government believed that reform was necessary after statewide student test scores 
fell below the national average. 

The competency test was given to every teacher in Texas. If a teacher failed the test the 
first time, that teacher would get another chance. If the same teacher should fail the test a 
second time, the teacher would be fired. Not surprisingly, many teachers, especially those 
teaching non-academic subjects, were complaining about the test The test itself was 
centered on grammar and reading skills, not each teacher's individual subject 

Texas has set a precedent that should be observed by all states that want a high standard 
of education. Secretary of Education William Bennett, concurs with the Texan plan. He 
believes that the competency test will be commonplace in the very near future. 

California ought to be the next state to institute a mandatory competency test for its 
teachers. First, there should be testing of all teachers in California. The exam should test 
reading, speaking and writing skills. There are many teachers, some may even be here at 
Granada, who can neither spell nor speak properly in the classroom. 

If there is ever a statewide competency test in California, there will be boycotters as there 
were in Texas. These teachers believe that they have already been tested for competency 
when they were in college and a second test is not necessary. These teachers seem to be 
ignorant of the tendency for people to forget: a competent teacher one day may not be a 
competent teacher twenty years later. It is imperative that all incompetent teachers are 
weeded out of the system because if the education of future citizens falters, the society will 
falter. 

The millions of dollars given to California schools by the lottery will be useless to the 
students unless the teachers can teach competently. It is time for reform in the educational 
system of this state.

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Lotsa lottery loot lands in Livermore

The Big Spin! The Gold Rush! The Lottery! Big deal, right? 
Actually, it sort of is. You've heard the commercials, "Our schools 
win, too." True, we win. Some. To this point the Livermore 
School District has received about $533,000 from the Lottery. 

The District is paid four times each year. Our district is expected 
to get about $900,000, or so, from July 1 to June 30 of this year. 

All this Lottery money will be added to what we already get from 
the state. Leo Croce, superintendent of schools, reminds us that 
this $900,000 is actually less than three percent of the entire 
District budget About 37% of all the money collected from the 
Lottery goes to schools and 16% goes toward administration costs. 
Apparently, there is a bill in the legislature that calls for a 4% 
decrease in administration money (that would boost the education 
funds). 

Great All these numbers are splendid but where do they come 
from? They come from this thing called Average Daily Attendance 
(A.D.A). The state figures out how many people attend school in 
our district daily. They figure an average and... Presto! We get 
money! In our district, if the money were to be divided among 
individual students, each student would get about 60 bucks (I'll take 
mine!). This year in Livermore each student is receiving an extra 
five dollars. But this deal is only for this year. 

What are we gonna do with the money? Croce will make 



recommendations to the School Board as to what should be done 
with the money. Croce says that the Board is going through a 
process to allow input from the public and other people before 
making a final decision. He says that in approximately one 
month, he will have a better idea about what to do with the 
money. As you know, there is a big push to reopen Livermore and 
Granada's pools. 

Croce mentions the Science Program at the elementary level, the 
Core Math Program at the high school level, the Science Tutoring 
Program, and the Vocal Music Program as a few things that have 
been helped by Lottery money. At this time, though, no formal 
recommendations have been made. And, by the way, he didn't say 
anything about reopening our pool. 


Capitalizing on super senior CAP scores

Granada recently received the results from the CAP (California 
Assessment Program) test and the results were outstanding. It is a 
test given by the state of California to all seniors during the 
month of December. It tests to see how students are doing in the 
following basic skills: reading, writing expression, spelling and 
math. 

Last year was the first year that California awarded money for 
good results on the test In order to receive any money the school 
has to test at least 93% of its seniors and the scores have to be 
better than the previous year's scores of that school. Granada met 
both of these prerequisites and appears certain to receive a large 
amount of money from the state. 

This year's seniors did better in every portion of the test than 
last year's seniors. Last year the seniors answered 67.6% of the 
questions correctly in reading, 67.5% in writing expression, 

70.1% in spelling and 75.7% in math while this year's seniors 
checked in at 69.1%, 69.4%, 72.0% and 76.7% respectively. The 
class of 1985 had a net increase of three percentage points over 
the class of 1984 and thus, the school received $13,700. This 
year's net increase totalled 6.3 percentage points. Because of this 
dramatic increase Granada will receive $45,660 from CAP. 

Once Granada receives the money, Student Site Council will 
oversee the spending of it Mr. Medeiros has recommended and 
gotten the approval for two new computers to be purchased for the 
journalism department. Beyond that, he's not sure how the money 
will be spent 

This year’s scores marked the "seventh or eighth year in a row 
that scores have been improved' 1 according to Mr. Medeiros. He 
says he was "pleased to death" over the results. In addition to 


this, Granada recently received one of Alameda County's twenty 
Distinguished School Recommendations. Of these twenty, ten will 
win awards. You're looking good, Granada; keep it up!

Have you ever felt "out of place" because 
you didn't have a tan? Or how about when 
you've gotten sunburned, and stayed red for 
daysTThis applies to many people 
especially during the summer. Sunbathing 
is fun, but there is a catch: there are over 
400,000 new cases of skin cancer each year 
due to excessive sun exposure. 

Regular exposure to strong sun light 
over many years not only breaks down the 
elastic tissues in the skin and makes it look prematurely old and 
wrinkled, but it has also been linked to various forms of skin 
cancer as well. 

There are three types of skin cancer: Basal Cell Carcinoma, 
Squamous Cell Carcinoma, and Malignant Melanoma. Basal Cell 
Carcinoma is the most common of the three. The cell damage 
usually occurs with long-term exposure to sunlight Symptoms 
often include small, flesh-colored, or sometimes pearly-looking 
lumps appearing on the skin. Usually, this cancer occurs on the 
face. 

In Squamous Cell Carcinoma, the underlying skin cells are 
damaged. This often leads to a life-threatening tumor. As with 
Basal cell damage, strong sunlight seems to be the main cause. 

The symptoms are similar to those of Basal Cell Carcinoma. 

Malignant Melanoma is the most dangerous of the three types 
of skin cancer. Unlike the other two, Malignant Melanoma often

spreads throughout the body. A mole that changes 
suddenly is often a symptom of Melanoma. The 
mole may become lighter or darker. It may even 
spread to adjacent skin. This is usually indicated 
by a black "margin" near the mole. Fortunately, 
Malignant Melanoma is not as common as the 
other forms of skin cancer. Early recognition, 
diagnosis, and treatment is essential for recovery. 
When sunbathing, do it sensibly. During the 
hours of 10:00a.m.- 2:00p.m, the chances of developing cancer are 
greatest Since it is hottest during this period of the day, it is 
generally better if the sunbather waits until late afternoon. Skin is 
generally very sensitive after winter since it is not accustomed to 
light or heat. Thus, when the time comes to sunbathe, do it 
sparingly at first 

Suntan lotions are probably the most common method of 
prevention of skin cancer. During early summer, it is wise to use a 
lotion with lots of protection. Later in the summer a lotion with 
lower protection can be used, if the sunbather is cautious about how 
much time he stays out in the sun. 

If you are a sunbather, the best advice is to be careful about the 
amount of time spent out in the sun. Even with the use of sunscreen 
or sunblock lotions, it would not be wise to throw caution and your 
sunbonnet to the wind!

In the year 1983, the Livermore Unified School District had to 
make severe budget cuts. The school board decided to close down 
the swimming pools at Granada and Livermore High Schools so 
that they could redistribute the annual costs of $80,000 around the 
needy district The pools were sacrificed as a temporary solution 
to a (hopefully) temporary problem. 

All life-saving, water polo, aquacalestenics, and swimming 
lessons had to be removed from the physical education curriculum. 
The PE department at Granada was very concerned about taking all 
swimming out of PE classes. "Drowning is the third most 
common cause of death among teenagers," stated Anne Fowler, PE 
Area Chairperson. "Many high school students need to learn to 
swim; they would definitely prefer to learn among kids their own 
age, instead of students much younger." 

The PE curriculum wasn't the only problem caused by the pool 
closures. Granada and Livermore's competitive swim te ams 
suddenly found themselves without a place to swim. The teams 
were fortunate to be able to rent the pool at the Livermore Lab, 
and then at May Nissen. The price of renting an off-campus pool 
is many times less than that of opening our own, but there are 
numerous disadvantages to swiimming off-campus. Granada's swim 
team lost precious pre-season practice time, and were forced to 


forfeit their first league meet because they were not yet prepared. 
Many potential swimmers decided against the sport because of the 
time of practice (6-8 pm) and the location (May Nissen Park.) 

Perhaps the most unfortunate disadvantage of swimming off- 
campus is the lack of support for the swim team. Instead of being 
among the over 200 athletes indulging in the pain and pleasure of 
practicing around Granada, they are isolated. Very few spectators 
come to cheer on the meets and show their support for the team, 
while often over a hundred spectators come to support on-campus 
competition, such as softball, baseball and track. 

Opening Granada's pool would add diversity to the PE program 
and help the swim team gain the support that it needs and 
deserves. These wishes for the re-opening of the pool may 
actually be realistic. The School District may have adequate 
funding to re-open one or both of the pools in time for the 1987 
swim season, due to lottery monies and budget changes. However, 
to receive the funding, everyone's support will be needed. To try to 
bring the swim team home and restore a refreshing and essential 
PE course, please attend the school board meeting at the District 
Office (the comer of Las Positas and Murrieta) on Tuesday, May 
20, at 7:30 pm. Your support will be greatly appreciated. 


Grab the Cracker Jacks: Baseball is back! 


Granada Baseball swung into action as it opened the 1986 EBAL season with a 10-4 
thrashing over the California Grizzlies. Coach Mike Vingo feels confident that his team has 
the potential to be a top contender, and if his team can stay a competitve team early on, the 
team will gain the experience needed as the season progresses. If Granada will gain the 
experience needed to be a top team, and with a strong pitching performance from the 
pitching staff, Granada could have a chance to beat heavy favorite Monte Vista or the San 
Ramon Valley Wolves. 

"Every team in the EBAL has the talent to be a top contender" stated Junior prospect 
centerficlder, Vince Farfan. "If every team member does their job, then we could have the 
chance to take it" Farfan said. Farfan is certainly doing his job. After the first eight EBAL 
games, Farfan was hitting .393 including 10 runs, 10 RBI's and a home run. 

Junior pitcher Jim Mathis, who led his team with three victories last year, is showing 
everyone that not only can he pitch (4-1, 21 strikeouts, 1 complete game) but he can hit 
(.375 for the first eight games of the season). Speaking of statistics, shortstop Jim Perkins 
and Shiloh Roten are certainly producing some offense. After eight games of the season, 
Perkins was hitting .310 and Roten was batting an impressive .423 , including 9 RBI's. 

Looking at the young infield, lone Senior Darin Davis returns at third base. If Davis' 
experience can influence the rest of the infield, and if he could continue his hot .385 batting 
average, then the Mats could have a chance to stay on top in the EBAL. 

The fate of the team could lie in the hands (I should say the right arm) of Junior Tom 
Jameson. Granada needs a good performance from Jameson in order to provide the one-two 
punch of Jameson and Mathis, which makes up the major part of the staff. Relievers Greg 
Grass and Erik Neilson provide the relief talent necessary to strengthen the pitching. 

Overall, if Granada can gain the experience needed to be a top, competitve team, and 
if it can get a strong performance from the pitching staff, perhaps the Mats would go 
nowhere but up in the standings.
